Early on Thanksgiving morning, the stands of Paul

The Junior Reserve Officer Training 
Corps at New Bedford Hight School is more 
than just an alternate choice to gym. It is a 
demanding and rigorous program that teaches 
its participants the qualities essential to 
becoming a model citizen and helps to 
prepare them for the future ahead. The 
JROTC program is everyday during school 
along with various extracurricular activities 
to take part in including the Color Guard, 
Honor Guard, as well as the drill, rifle, cadet, 
police, and raider teams.

Copies of the 2009 Crimson Log were on sale 
to all New Bedford High School students for 
$75. Optional features included name plates 
for $5, Spring Supplements for $15, and clear 
dust covers for $5. The total cost of the 
production and printing of 500 copies was 
$49,800. 


This year’s book is 9 x 12 inches. The cover 
is a four color lithograph with a leather grain 
applied. Inside, the endsheets are printed on 
pewter stock, and the 288 pages are printed 
on 80 pound glossy paper. There are 23 
different fonts used throughout the yearbook. 
At the end of this year’s book there is a 16-page 
full color World Book section that captures 
life in 2009 in our nation and the world. 


Our dedicated student staff designed layouts 
and transferred them onto five Dell computers 
using Adobe PageMaker 6.5 to make the 
pages of the yearbook.
